“HOW  FAMILIES  INFLUENCE  THEIR

In  biologically-related  families,  parents  also  trans¬ 
mit  their  genes  to  their  children.  Genetic  differ¬ 
ences  among  families  are  important  in  explaining 
why  children  differ  in  intelligence.  Genetic  differ¬ 
ences  among  sisters  and  brothers  also  contribute 


to  difference  in  intelligence  within  families. 
Furthermore,  genetic  differences  are  likely  to  be 
correlated  with  differences  in  people's  experi¬ 
ences.  Bright  children  are  more  likely  to  evoke 
intellectually  stimulating  interactions  with  others, 
and  they  are  more  likely  to  seek  out  intellectual 
pursuits  than  less  bright  children.  Thus,  children 
who  are  brighter  genetically  also  experience  more 
stimulating  environments,  which  add  to  their  intel¬ 
lectual  development.

Spending  bill 
agreed  on 
by  Congress 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  House  and  Senate 
negotiators  agreed  late  Wednesday  on  an 
emergency  spending  bill  needed  to  keep  the 
government  running  past  midnight  —  but  also 
contains  liberalized  tax  breaks  and  virtually 
'  automatic  pay  raises  for  members  of  Congress. 

In  a  few  hectic  hours  of  bargaining,  they  also 
approved  a  plan  allowing  senators  to  earn  un¬ 
limited  income  from  outside  speaking  engage¬ 
ments.  But  they  rejected  a  proposal  for  an  im¬ 
mediate  4.8  percent  pay  increase  for  themselves 
and  dumped  a  ‘Senate-passed  provision  granting 
pay  raises  to  several  thousand  federal  workers’ 
salary  that  has  been  capped  for  four  years. 

The  compromise  was  approved  as  Congress 
rushed  to  complete  a  bill  to  keep  the  federal 
government  from  running  out  of  money  at  the 
:  12:01.  a.m.  EDT  start  qf  the  new  fiscal  year. 

With  the  bill  being  prepared  for  final  floor 
votes,  congressional  aides  said  both  the  House 
and  Senate  would  have  time  to  act  before  the 
deadline. 

The  bill  is  designed  to  keep  money  available 
for  federal  programs  through  Nov.  20,  when  ex¬ 
perts  estimate  that  most  if  not  all  of  the  13 
regular  appropriations  bills  will  be  approved.

Polish  Solidarity  chides 
psychological  warfare 


GDANSK,  Poland  (AP)  —  The 
independent  union  Solidarity  ac¬ 
cused  Poland’s  Communist 
authorities  Wednesday  of  waging  a 

“psychological  warfare  against  the 

“We  are  warned  we  may  lose  our 
national  independence,”  the  resolu¬ 
tion  said.  “We  do  not  possess  tanks 
and  truncheons  as  a  means  of  com¬ 
pulsion.  It  is  rather  our  conviction 
that  we  are  strong  because  we  are 
right,  and  in  the  last  analysis 
because  we  have  the  right  to  strike.” 

The  resolution  was  passed  after 
Solidarity’s  national  congress 
opened  a  debate  on  a  program"  it 
said  could  save  Poland  from 
catastrophe  without  taking  it  out  of 
the  Soviet-led  Warsaw  Pact.  But 
the  Kremlin  blasted  the  draft  as  a 
political  manifesto  aimed  at  coun¬ 
terrevolution. 

The  program  blamed  centralized 


authority  for  bringing  the  ’ 
to  ruin”  and  said  the  independent 
union  was  aware  Poland  faced  the 
possibility  ofbloodshed  if  the  coun¬ 
system. 

At  least  three  days  are  expected 
to  be  spent  discussing  the  program, 
which  calls  for  more  union  control 
over  state  enterprises  and  increased 
press  freedom,  among  other  things:

In  the  late  1960s  and  the  1970s,  he  said, 
many  universities  took  a  negative  view  of  the 
CIA  and  other  government  agencies  and  dis¬ 
couraged  students  from  accepting  their  jobs. 
Throughout  those  turbulent  times,  however, 
the  LDS  Church  continued  to  encourage 
government  service,  he  added. 

Williams  said  a  sense  of  conformity  and 
respect  for  authority,  which  Mormons  learn  as 
missionaries,  along  with  their  abstinence  from 
drugs  or  alcohol,  may  also  appeal  to  the  CIA. 

But  he  also  said  that  many  former  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  who  land  jobs  with  the  CIA  become  dis¬ 
illusioned  and  leave  after  about  a  year.  They 
find  they’re  stuck  in  a  Washington  office  tran¬ 
slating  newspaper  articles  when  they  had 
hoped  to  go  overseas. 

The  most  prominent  example  of  a  former 
LDS  missionary  who  later  worked  for  the  CIA 
—  but  didn’t  much  like  it  —  is  Elder  Neal 
Maxwell,  a  member  of  the  LDS  Council  of  the 
Twelve.  Maxwell  said  he  worked  for  the  CIA  in 
Washington  for  about  a  year,  doing  economic 
analyses.

He  said  Brazil  was  among  the  countries  that

assignment. 

Stanley  Taylor,  director  of  BYU’s  depart¬ 
ment  of  international  and  area  relations  and  a 
consultant  to  the  Senate  Intelligence  Commit¬ 
tee,  said  he  doubts  many  foreign  governments 
worry  about  a  possible  CIA -Mormon  connec- 

“The  governments  are  sophisticated  enough 
that  they  know  better,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  think 
they  take  it  very  seriously,  (but)  I  don’t  doubt 
for  a  minute  that  a  lot  of  the  people  may.” 

Young  Mormons  leaving  on  missions  for  the 
church  have  sometimes  been  approached  to 
work  concurrently  for  the  CIA,  Williams  said, 
adding  that  he  knew  of  none  who  had  ever  ac¬ 
cepted  the  offer. 

F.  LaMond  Tullis,  professor  of  Latin 
American  government  at  BYU,  agreed. 

“I  don’t  know  of  any  Mormon  missionary 
who  has  ever  been  involved  with  the  CIA,”  he 
said.  “But  they  are  but  there,  knocking  on 
doors  and  talking  to  people  in  a  way  that  would 
lead  people  to  believe  they  are  finding  things 
out  about  the  country.”

ASBYU  President  Kasey  Haws  returned  last 
week  from  Washington,  D.C.,  where  he  represen¬ 
ted  six  states  at  the  American  Student  Associa¬ 
tions  national  board  meeting. 

The  organization,  representing  more  than  500 
universities  throughout  the  United  States,  is 
designed  to  influence  government  for  the  benefit 
of  students.  Haws  said  it  is  the  “largest  and  most 
credible  of  the  university-student  organizations 
in  the  United  States.” 

Haws  serves  on  the  board  that  leads  and  over¬ 
sees  the  representatives  serving  each  state  ,  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  student  association. 

This  was  the  first  meeting  for  the  board  mem¬ 
bers  since  July  when  the  present  board  was  for¬ 
med.  Haws  said  11  of  the  12  national  represen¬ 
tatives  were  at  the  meeting.
